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The rejection under 35 USC 1 12 2 nd paragraph to claim 47 has been 
overcome in light of applicants 5 amendment. 

The rejection under 35 USC 1 12 1st paragraph to claims 48-49 has been 
overcome in light of applicants' cancellation of claims 48-49. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-21, 23-26, 28-32, 34, 36-45, 47 and 50-52 are again rejected under 

35 U.S.C. 1 12 first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 

requirement and lacking enablement. The claims contain subject matter, which was 

not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 

skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, 

had possession of the claimed invention. Applicants 5 comments have been noted 

and considered but are not deemed persuasive of patentability. It is noted that 

substituents R x , R 4 , R 5 , B, Z, R, R\ R", R 27 , R 36 , R 37 , R 46 and R 47 are drawn to, for 

example heteoaryl, heterocycloamino, heteroarylene, heterocyclene, heteroaryl, 
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heterocyclic, heteraryloxy, heteroarylthio, heterocyclyl, heterocylcyloxy, 
heteroaralkyl, thioheteraryloxy and thioheterocyclooxy are not sufficiently 
described or enabled in the specification. It is recognized that the "A" ring has 
been defined as being phenyl and pyridine. Likewise, the examples applicants' 
refer to in the specification tables are drawn to the X "linker" and not to the 
moieties and their substituents. 

Claims 1-21, 23-26, 28-32, 34, 36-45, 47 and 50-52 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-21, 23-26, 28-32, 34, 36-45, 47 and 50-52 are recite the limitation t 
"linker" in claim 1 . There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. It is not clear what the term "linker" means in the context of the claims and 
the specification. 

Claims 1-21, 23-26, 28-32, 34, 36-45, 47 and 50-52 are recites the limitation 
"attaches(a)" in claim 1. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. It is not clear what the term means or refers to in the claim. 

Claims 1-21, 23-26, 28-32, 34, 36-45, 47 and 50-52 rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Li as defined by formula (a) in claim 1 lacks a point of attachment rendering 
the claims indefinite. 

The objection to claims 22, 33 and 46 have been rendered moot by their 
cancellation. 

The obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 24-26 and 51 has 
been overcome by the filing and approval of a terminal disclaimer. 
No claim has been allowed.
